PREFACE

HISTORY 

The  exact  date  of  the  founding  of  this  society  is  unknown,  but 
it  was  sometime  in  the  latter  part  of  October,  1839.  Ezra  L.  Stevens, 
'43,  was  the  real  founder,  his  six  associates  being  members  of  the 
same  class.  The  original  name  of  uPhilomathesian"  was  changed 
in  1843  to  "  Union  Society,"  and  again  in  1854,  twelve  years  later, 
this  was  superseded  by  the  present  name,  "  Phi  Delta."  The  motto, 
<£t\a)  AidXeKTov,  was  also  chosen  at  this  time. 

The  first  meetings  of  the  society  were  in  a  class-room  in  Tappan 
Hall.  Later,  the  members  met  in  Music  Hall,  and  soon  afterward 
in  Society  Hall.  This  last  meeting-place  served  until  1888  when  the 
present  rooms  in  Peters  Hall  were  ready  for  use.  The  total  number 
of  members,  including  all  graduate  and  non-graduate  students  until 
after  the  commencement  of  1901,  is  789.  The  undergraduate  mem- 
bers, including  the  class  of  1902,  are  not  reckoned  in  this  total. 

Phi  Delta  has  always  had  a  high  standing  among  the  societies. 
In  the  record  for  1875  it  is  set  forth  that  the  society  defeated  Alpha 
Zeta  in  a  spelling  match  and  soon  afterward  was  victorious  over 
both  of  the  other  societies  in  the  regular  inter-society  base-ball 
series.  Brawn  and  brain  were  both  of  the  best,  and  a  large  share  of 
Oberlin's  prominent  college  men  have  been  members  of  Phi  Delta. 


EDMUND  HALL 

After  his  graduation  in  1843,  Mr.  Hall  taught  school  for  a  year 
and  then  entered  a  law  office,  as  a  student,  in  his  native  town.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1847,  and  spent  some  three  years  in  the 
county  engaged  in  an  agency  and  collection  business,  while  attend- 
ing to  a  farm  at  the  same  time.  In  1853  Mr.  Hall  went  to  Detroit, 
on  the  invitation  of  Hon.  George  E.  Hand,  then  United  States  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  and  entered  into  a  law  partnership  with  him.  This 
practice  was  continued  successfully  until  1865,  when  the  cares  of  a 
large  landed  interest,  which  had  accumulated  in  the  meantime, 
made  it  necessary  to  send  law  business  to  other  practitioners.  He 
still  has  law  offices,  however,  at  7  and  8  Bank  Chambers,  80  Gris- 
wold  street,  Detroit,  Mich. 


Note. — Sketches  of  all  the  founders  were  desired,  but  it  was 
found  impossible  to  obtain  them.

NOTES 

President  James  H.  Fairchild  suggested  Phi  Delta's  motto. 

The  class  of  '94  holds  the  record  for  the  largest  representation  in 
the  society,  having  graduated  19  members  from  it. 

Nineteen  members  of  the  class  of  '46,  who  were  members  of  the 
"Union  Society,"  did  not  graduate  from  college.  '57  is  close  behind 
with  fifteen  uex-college"  members. 

Hon.  O.  L.  Spaulding,  '55,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  U.  S. 
Treasury,  suggested  the  present  name  of  Phi  Delta  to  take  the  place 
of  Union  Society  and  was  as  instrumental  as  any  one  member  in 
bringing  about  the  change. 


SCATTERED   BITS   OF   INFORMATION 

Alonzo  Pease,  ex- '45,  painted  several  of  the  portraits  now  in  the 
College  Library,  Oberlin.  One  sister,  Mrs.  Emily  Van  Tyne,  now 
resides  at  Delhi,  O.,  and  one  brother,  Mr.  Harlow  Pease,  at  Water- 
town,  Wis. 

S.  C.  Huntington  was  with  the  class  of  '45  during  the  sophomore 
year.  After  graduating  from  Dartmouth  he  taught  a  year  at  the 
Hermitage,  near  Nashville,  Tenn.  Studied  and  practiced  law  until 
his  death. 

James  M.  Walker,  ex-'46,  was  born  at  Claremont,  N.  H.,  Feb. 
14,  1820.  In  1853  he  went  to  Chicago  as  the  attorney  for  the  Michi- 
gan Central  Railroad,  and  was  shortly  after  appointed  general  solic- 
itor. From  the  inception  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  he 
was  its  general  solicitor  and  continued  in  that  office  down  to  his 
death,  although  during  several  years  he  held  the  position  of 
president. 

D.  P.  Wheadon,  ex- '46,  was  a  brother  of  Mrs.  Dr.  Alexander 

Steele,  Oberlin. 

C.  M.  Cady,  ex- '47,  was  in  the  music  business  for  years. in  Chi- 
cago. He  was  prominent  in  musical  circles  at  Olivet  and  Ann 
Arbor,  in  which  place  he  was  director  of  the  Musical  Union  in  1850. 

The  family  of  P.  C.  Safford,  ex- '47,  lived  in  Oberlin  about  a  mile 
south  of  Tappan  Square.     He  left  two  brothers,  Henry  and  Chase. 

R.  C.  Kedzie,  '47,  thinks  that  J.  F.  Willard,  ex-'46,  was  the 
father  of  Frances  E.  Willard,  president  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  at  one 
time. 

The  name  of  H.  E.  Burr,  ex-'49,  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  cata- 
logues of  that  time.     There  was  an  Alonzo  Burr,  freshman  of  '49. 

Mr.  Robinson,  '50,  writes  of  M.  F.  Piatt,  ex- '50,  "He  was  a  son  of 
Deacon  Piatt,  who  had  a  farm  north  of  Oberlin  a  mile  or  so ;  entered 
with  us  in  1846,  but  in  a  year  or  so  dropped  out.  He  was  a  good, 
genial  young  man,  but  not  in  any  way  brilliant  as  a  scholar.  It  is 
my  impression  he  died  early."

C.  G.  Mugg,  ex'-50,  was  a  politician  of  prominence.  Says  T.  H. 
Robinson,  '50,  "He  was  not  in  sympathy  with  Oberlin.  He  was  a 
professed  skeptic,  ranked  well  as  a  student,  was  something  of  a  poet 
and  had  good  intellectual  qualities." 

Joseph  Godley,  ex-'51,  died  in  Oberlin,  where  he  lived  for  many 
years. 

H.  J.  Howe,  ex-'54,  left  soon  after  entering  college  and  went  to 
California.    His  wife  died  at  Weaverville,  in  that  state,  in  1871. 

Peter  M.  Macarthur,  ex- '54,  was  born  in  Scotland.  Somewhere 
in  the  "Oberlin  Evangelist"  is  a  notice  of  his  death. 

O.  V.  Tousley,  ex-'54,  graduated  at  some  eastern  college  and  was 
back  in  Oberlin  to  see  his  former  classmates  graduate.  He  was 
superintendent  of  the  Minneapolis  Public  Schools  for  many  years 
preceding  1886.  About  1892  he  moved  to  Washington,  D.  C,  and  ac- 
cepted some  government  position.     Probably  died  about  1898. 

Jonathan  H.  Drew,  ex- '55,  was  an  employe  in  the  Custom  House 
at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  during  the  Harrison  administration. 

Previous  to  his  death,  Ceylon  Hudson,  ex-'56,  was  Secretary  of 
the  Western  Tract  and  Book  Society  at  Cincinnati. 

After  R.  G.  Horr,  ex-'57,  lost  his  seat  in  Congress  he  went  to 
New  York  and  was  taken  on  the  staff  of  the  Tribune.  M.  J.  Dren- 
nan,  '57,  believes  that  he  died  there  about  two  or  three  years  ago, 
but  John  Vetter,  '59,  thinks  that  he  may  still  be  living  near  Saginaw, 
Mich. 

George  True,  ex-'57,  left  the  class  in  the  sophomore  year  and 
went  into  journalism ;  was  for  a  time  connected  with  a  paper  in  Cin- 
cinnati. At  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War  he  was  for  a  while  on 
the  staff  of  some  general.  He  was  afterward  appointed  consul  at 
Funchal  and  died  there  of  confluent  small-pox. 

Henry  M.  James,  ex  '58,  died  at  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C  ,  on  August 
3,  1901.  He  was  born  March  3,  1837,  in  Troy  (Welshfleld  postofflce), 
Geauga  county,  O.  At  an  early  age  he  entered  the  Electic  Institute 
at  Hiram,  O.,  earning  his  own  way  by  teaching.  The  junior  college 
year  was  spent  at  Oberlin,  but  he  graduated  at  Williams  College  in 
1860.  He  taught  in  Portage  county,  O.,  Adrian  and  Hudson,  Mich. 
In  1863  he  became  principal  of  the  Kentucky  street  school,  Cleve- 
land, and  was  connected  with  the  city  schools  nearly  twenty  years. 
In  1882  he  was  made  superintendent  of  the  Omaha,  Neb.,  schools, 
staying  there  six  or  seven  years.  He  then  taught  in  Tacoma,  Wash., 
and  Portland,  Ore.,  but  his  health  failed  and  he  went  to  live  with 
his  daughter  in  North  Carolina,  where  he  died.  Mr.  James  married 
Miss  Lucy  Caldwell,  of  Hudson,  Mich.,  while  he  was  a  teacher 
there.     He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Woodland  Avenue  Pres- 


byterian  church,  Cleveland,  and  a  devout  Christian.  Burial  was  at 
Hudson,  Mich.  Professor  James'  daughter  is  Mrs.  Edith  Wheeler, 
wife  of  Professor  Alvin  Wheeler  of  the  State  University,  North  Car- 
olina.    See  Cleveland  (O.)  Leader  of  August  9,  1901. 

H.  B.  DeWolf,  ex-'59,  practised  law  in  Cleveland  until  his  death 
at  his  summer  home  in  Chester  Centre.  The  body  is  buried  in  the 
Rural  Cemetery,  Albany. 

David  W.  Judd,  ex-'60,  was  born  September  1,  1838,  in  Saunders 
Settlement,  Pekin,  Niagara  Co.,  N.  Y.,  eight  miles  east  of  Niagara 
Falls.  He  was  a  feeble,  sickly  boy,  but  grew  to  be  healthy  and 
strong.  He  first  went  to  Oberlin  in  1847  and  continued  his  studies 
there  after  his  father's  family  returned  to  Lockport,  N.  Y.  Politics 
interested  him  during  his  later  years;  he  was  a  ready  writer  and 
was  connected  with  the  New  York  Commercial-Post  and  other 
dailies  at  different  dates.  When  he  died  he  was  manager  and 
largely  owner  of  the  American  Agriculturist. 

B.  F.  Randolph,  ex-'60,  was  a  colored  man.  He  left  Oberlin 
about  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  went  to  South  Carolina.  Here 
he  was  elected  to  the  state  legislature  and  was  shot  by  the  Klu  Klux 
in  broad  daylight  while  standing  on  the  platform  of  a  passenger 
train. 

Orris  Clapp  Atwater,  ex-"61,  graduated  at  Williams  College  un- 
der the  presidency  of  the  distinguished  Mark  Hopkins.  He  taught 
afterward  in  High  School  grades  in  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Indiana. 
Later  devoted  himself  to  the  ministry  and  held  pastorates  in  Ohio, 
Massachusetts,  Indiana,  and  Nebraska. 

Henrietta  J.  Fowler,  '62,  is  a  sister  of  Henry  M.  James,  ex-'58. 

The  father  of  E.  E.  Kelsey,  ex-'61,  was  station  agent  at  Grafton, 
O.,  in  1857  and  for  some  years  thereafter. 

There  is  a  long  article  concerning  J.  W.  Powell,  ex-'61,  in  the 
New  American  Supplement,  Encyclopedia  Brittanica,  Vol.  4,  page 
2434.  He  has  been  very  prominent  in  the  history  of  the  U.  S.  Geo- 
logical Survey. 

J.  R.  Barnes,  '61,  reminds  Phi  Delta  to  "remember  its  guardian- 
ship of  my  oak-tree  there,  east  of  the  chapel.  That  tree  I  planted 
in  1860." 

Charles  P.  Bowler,  ex-'62,  enlisted  in  Company  C,  7th  O.  V.  I  , 
April  20,  1861.  He  was  immediately  made  corporal  and  soon  after- 
ward promoted  to  sergeant.  He  was  engaged  in  the  battles  of  Cross 
Lanes,  Winchester,  Port  Republic,  and  Cedar  Mountain.  In  the 
last-named  engagement  he  was  shot  through  the  heart  and  died  in- 
stantly. He  was  a  man  of  marked  ability  and  gave  great  promise 
of  usefulness.

A.  B.  Hunt,  ex- '62,  has  been  on  the  Pacific  Coast  since  1863  and 
a  resident  of  California  and  Nevada  the  greater  portion  of  the  time. 
In  the  latter  state  he  practiced  law  since  1866  and  in  California  for 
more  than  the  past  twenty  years.  Many  times  he  has  canvassed 
the  state  of  California  at  the  solicitation  of  the  Republican  State 
Central  Committee,  and  now  holds  the  position  of  Register  of  the 
U.  S.  Land  Office,  under  the  appointment  of  President  McKinley. 

A.  C.  Danforth,  ex-'63,  enlisted  in  Company  C,  7th  O.  V.  I.,  and 
was  made  corporal  at  once.  In  November,  1861,  he  was  promoted 
to  first  sergeant.  He  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Cross  Lanes.  In 
the  battle  of  Winchester,  Va.,  he  received  two  shots,  one  passing 
through  his  chest  and  the  other  through  his  neck,  which  resulted 
in  instant  death.  He  was  a  member  of  the  sophomore  class  when 
he  enlisted  and  was  a  very  talented  and  brilliant  young  man.  He 
was  sent  to  Oberlin  to  prepare  for  the  Christian  ministry  under  the 
auspices  of  Plymouth  Church,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  When  he  ex- 
pressed his  desire  to  enlist  in  Company  C,  the  College  authorities 
telegraphed  Henry  Ward  Beecher  that  Danforth  wished  to  enlist 
and  asked  his  consent.  Beecher  instantly  replied  by  telegram,  uGo, 
and  God  bless  you  !" 

General  Joel  A.  Dewey,  ex-'63,  fell  dead  of  heart  failure  in  the 
court-house  in  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  in  June,  1873. 

F.  B.  Hayden,  ex-'63,  died  of  typhoid  fever  in  Chicago. 

Albert  Edward  Chester,  ex-'64,  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company 
A,  First  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry,  Aug.  6,  1861.  On  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  company  he  was  appointed  corporal.  He  afterward  re- 
ceived commissions  as  follows:  Second  Lieutenant,  June,  1862; 
First  Lieutenant,  January,  1863;  Captain,  August  25,  1863.  He  left 
the  service  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  Feb.  10,  1864.  After  this  he  resided 
for  about  two  years  at  Des  Moines,  la.,  where  he  read  law  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar.  During  the  summer  of  1866  he  was  interested 
in  the  construction  of  railroads  in  Mississippi. 

E.  P.  Shephard,  ex-'64,  was  a  brother  of  Elisha  Gray,  the  elec- 
trician. 

J.  P.  Cowles,  ex- '65,  was  in  business  in  South  America.  About 
1893  or  1894  he  started  home  by  way  of  Mexico,  but  was  never  heard 
of  again.  Extensive  inquiries  were  made  through  U.  S.  consuls  in 
the  effort  to  trace  him,  but  all  in  vain. 

J.  A.  Hulburt,  ex-'66,  was  in  Cleveland  at  one  time. 

G.  W.  Fackler,  ex-'67,  was  very  prominent  in  the  insurance 
business  a  few  years  ago.  For  the  last  few  years  he  has  been  en- 
gaged in  putting  a  machine  in  the  market,  particularly  in  Mexico, 
for  making  cigarettes. 


F.  J.  McWade,  '67,  is  General  Baggage  Agent  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad  Company. 

W.  1ST.  Brent,  ex-'68,  and  S.  A.  Elbert,  ex- '69,  were  colored  mem- 
bers. 

C.  F.  Cox,  ex-'69,  received  an  honorary  A.M.  from  Oberlin  Col- 
lege in  1889.  He  is  Treasurer  and  Director  of  several  railroads 
owned  by  the  Vanderbilt  interests. 

In  the  minutes  of  the  society  there  is  a  set  of  resolutions  adopt- 
ed on  the  death  of  J.  H.  Adams,  ex-'76,  who  died  in  Florida,  where 
he  had  gone  for  his  health. 

Professor  W.  F.  Blackmail,  '77,  is  one  of  the  editors  of  the  Yale 
Review. 

George  E.  Crane,  '77,  is  a  leading  attorney  in  Kenton,  O.  He  is 
the  attorney  for  three  railroads  and  for  five  large  local  companies. 

W.  E.  Barnhart,  '78,  resigned  the  position  of  Tax  Commissioner 
of  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Ry.  in  August,  1900,  to  accept  the  posi- 
tion of  General  Right  of  Way  and  Tax  Agent  of  the  Kansas  City, 
Mexico  and  Orient  Ry.,  a  new  line  of  railway  being  constructed 
from  Kansas  City  southwestwardly  through  Kansas,  Oklahoma, 
Texas  and  Mexico  to  the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  line  will  be  about  four 
years  in  constructing  and  will  have  a  mileage  of  about  1800  miles 
when  completed. 

Ervin  R.  Barney,  ex-'80,  is  in  charge  of  the  tax  department  of 
the  Security  Title  and  Trust  Co.,  Chicago.  His  home  address  is  122 
South  Kenilworth  avenue,  Oak  Park,  111. 

John  H.  Beacom,  ex-'80,  left  Oberlin  to  enter  West  Point.  He 
has  served  in  the  IT.  S.  Army  ever  since  his  graduation. 

C.  DeW.  Brower,  '83,  took  a  journey  to  Egpyt  and  the  Holy 
Land  in  the  summer  of  1901. 

E.  L.  Benedict,  ex-'85,  is  one  of  the  leading  business  men  of 
Wellington.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Congregational  Church.  While 
in  Oberlin  he  was  a  prominent  baseball  player  and  was  also  one  of 
the  six  speakers  at  the  Senior  Prep  Exhibition.  On  leaving  college 
he  married  Miss  Ida  Stroup,  of  Wellington.  They  have  six  children, 
two  boys  and  four  girls. 

After  leaving  college,  C.  H.  Covell,  ex-'86,  was  for  a  time  with  a 
manufacturing  concern  in  Toledo,  O.,  and  later  a  druggist  in  Penn- 
sylvania. He  died  recently.  His  father  was  a  business  man  in 
Rock  Creek,  O. 

C.  H.  Ohley,  ex-'S 
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Prof.  G.  S.  Callender,  '91,  thinks  that  G.  C.  Taft,  ex- '90,  went  to 
Ann  Arbor  to  graduate. 

W.  S.  Howland,  ex-'91,  is  a  brother  of  Dr.  A.  P.  Howland,  '91. 

Theodore  Breck,  ex- '91,  is  an  M.  T>.  in  Cleveland,  O.,  according 
to  Professor  Callender. 

James  Pettit,  '92,  is  the  General  Manager  of  the  Peavey  Grain 
Co.,  79  Board  of  Trade,  Chicago. 

H.  L.  McLaury,  '93,  believes  that  H.  S.  Gray,  ex- '93,  attended 
the  University  of  Michigan  after  leaving  Oberlin.
